The police department is up 
$29,000: This. includes 
,000 extra in salaries, $5,000 
in gasoline and another $5,000 
in telephone’ expense. Reduced 
cost of prisoner expense and 
building maintenance ‘helped 
balance this portion of the budg- 
et. 

The street department budget 
dropped, mostly due to moving 
all garbage, trash and recycling 
expense into one account. That 


increased. the. Sanitation depart- . 


ment budget from $47,000. to 
$175,000, which - includes 


$30,000 for some replacement ° 


residential garbage containers 
and additional commercial 
dumpsters. 

The recreation department 
budget went from $238,950 to 
$270,475. This was reflected in 
a $31,000 increase in salaries 
and additional insurance cost. 

Capital expenditures are 
down $250,000 for the coming 
year with no. garbage’ equip- 
ment, bulldozer nor trash truck 
upgrades or police computer 

included. That budget 
drops from $470,000. to 
$220,000. “Still included is 
$100,000 for proposed street 
paving. 

Grimes also informed the 
council of employee health 
insurance going up at’ 7% for 
Elba employees, He noted this is 
because the Elba group is classi- 
fied “referred” due to claim 
experience rates. The. Elba 
increase is $9.00 per employee 
per month. Rates for family 
plans also increased by $27.00 
for those employees who choose 
to use it. 

City ‘Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported on the clean up around 
the proposed playground area to 
have the area prepared for 
“Build Week” in September. He 
also asked for citizens continued 
patience as the sower upgrade 
project nears completion. 

Grimes reported progress on 
the Beaver Dam project and said 
work should get underway with- 
in a couple of weeks. This is the 
area across from the Dorsey 
buildings that was the original 
Beaver Dam Creek bed and is 
now grown up and poorly 
drained. This is being funded as 
part of the levee rehab project.

Dear Editor: 

I don't think anyone would dis- 
agree that our military personnel 
and ‘their families. deserve: the 
very best health care possible, 
especially at a time when so 
many are in harm’s way. as they 
serve our country Overseas. 

However, the U.S. House and 
Senate are now considering a bill 
that would force many U.S. mili- 
tary families to get their prescrip- 
tion medications not at their trust- 
ed local pharmacy, but. through 
mail order drug warehouses. 

The TRICARE provisions ‘of 
the Defense Authorization Act 
must be hammered out by a U.S, 
House-Senate conference after 
different versions of the bill 
passed in each chamber, TRI- 
CARE is the name’ of the 
Department of Defense (DOD) 
managed health care program for 
active duty military, active duty 


and 


service families, military retirees, 


and their families, and covers 
more than 9.2 million persons 
worldwide including Ft. Rucker, 

The Senate version of the bill 
would require all TRICARE ben- 


= 


eficiaries to dbtain refills. of 
“maintenance medications,” such 
as most medicine. to treat high 


cholesterol, \ heart’ ‘conditions, 
Alzheimer’s disease, Parkinson’s 


disease, and many othér illnesses; 


through ‘the’ «mail. The 
Congressional Budget’ ‘Office 
estimates that 65 percent of pre- 
scriptions could be classified as 
maintenance medications; Other 


" estimates put the figure as high as 


80 percent, 
The House. version of. the bill 


_also penalizes patients who prefer 


ta fill their prescriptions. locally; 
by. charging: military families 


‘more for both generic and. brand 


drugs at a community. pharmacy 
while eliminating the, copay 
entirely . for préscriptions. pur- 
chased through mail’ order, dnig 
warehouses-usually. owned’ and 
Operated out of state. 

There is a solution which 
would save DOD millions of dol- 
lars per year AND preserve bene- 
ficiaries’ choice, DOD, according 
to its own testimony, could ‘save 
approximately $251 million per 
year if drug’ manufacturers 
extended the same discount pric- 
ing to community pharmacy that 
they now ‘offer only in military 
treatment facilities and through 
the TRICARE ‘mail order pro- 
gram. 

When given the, choice, ‘con- 
sumers overwhelmingly prefer to 
visit their local pharmacy ‘where 
they have face-to-face contact 
with their pharmacist. 1 want to 
continue to serve all of my 
patients, including our nation's 
military and their families, 

I urge Congress to allow. me to 
do so.
